A. 261200 H: ONE MIG 19 FLEW FROM THE DIRECTION OF BA LONG TO 
THE NHULE(YD3 14482) AREA, THEN CROSSED THE THACH HAN RIVER AND 
FLEW NORTH. 
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B. 261215 H: ONE MIG APPEARED IN QUANG TRI AIR SPACE, CIRCLED 
THREE TIMES AND THEN FLEW NORTH. 

C. DAO REPRESENTATIVE HAS CHECKED WITH G-3 WHO OBTAINED THE 
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FOLLOWING INFORMATION FROM THE I CORPS AIR CONTROL CENTER: SIGHT- 
INGS WERE BY GROUND FORCES; HOWEVER, THERE WAS NO RADAR 
CONFIRMA- 
TION. 

3. GVN ACTIVITIES: 

POLOFF QUANG TIN REPORTS THAT COLONEL DAO MONG XU AN, PROVINCE 
CHIEF QUANG TIN, APPEARS DETERMINED TO OCCUPY ALL OF THE COASTAL 
PLAIN OF TAM KY DISTRICT. UNTIL EARLY JUNE, HE HELD ONE OF HIS 
TOTAL OF EIGHT RF BATTALIONS IN RESERVE OR TRAINING STATUS, BUT 
JUST BEFORE JUNE 15 THAT BATTALION WAS COMMITTED TO STRENGTHEN 
THE GRADUAL ADVANCE TOWARD THE FIRST RANGE OF LOW HILLS IN THE

INVESTORS TO DRAMATIC POSSIBILITIES OF PRODUCING AND PEDDLING 
ICE CREAM ALONG THE I CORPS NORTHERN FRONT. A BATTLE OF GOOD 
HUMOR MEN MIGHT BREAK THE MONOTONY THERE. END COMMENT).
